II. REMARKS - WHEAT FORECAST. 

A preliminary forecast was issued in November based on reports 
received from collectors during the first week in that month. The reports 
then received indicated a yield of 31,300,000 bushels of Wheat. 

The reports now received indicate a slightly lower yield, viz. 
30, 700,000 bushels. 


III. WHEAT YIELDS AND AVERAGES IN PRINCIPAL COUNTIES, 1938-39 & 1937-38. 
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The following return shows that the April rainfall was above 
average - May very dry - June, July and August practically equal to 
average, the net result being Aprii-August 8.51 inches compared with the 
33 years' mean of 8.66 inches and prospects were then very promising. 
However September-November was exceptionally dry with only 1.66 inches 
(mean 3.92 inches), the Western Division total for those 3 months being 
only .90 inches and the Murray Mallee .83 inches. The Northern Districts 
had heavy rains towards the end of Cectober, but these were too late for 
many crops in the Upper North Division, which had only received 3.95 
(7.03) inches for April to September - grasshoppers were also very badin 

“this Division. The showers ab the end of October and early November, with 
cool weather, were very helpfui but the previous dry spell and hot winds 
had been too severe for iste sown crops, especially in the marginal dis- 
tricts and those not on fallcw. Indications are that probably 250,000 
acres of wheat have failed and a further 225,000 acres would not yie.d 
more than 3 bushels per screé.

Tabulation - General Reports are obtained from Police Officers for each 
District and through them this year 20% of the farmers, representing over 
25% of the acreage sown, reported their prospects as at end of November, 
From these, the above forecast has been compiled.
